10, Stephen, 8. ' 
and Douglas, 5. Two daughters 
and a son of Mr. and M rs.! 
Schoenbaum

The families had gone to the 
beautiful, shady state park for 
a family picnic.

After waiting until they were 
allowed in the water, the chil­ 
dren asked if they could wade 
further up the river but were 
told “ no.” They scampered off 
to wade in the river and were 
not heard from again. 
The children apparently dis­ 
obeyed their parents and went 
up the river, anyway, where 
the drowning occurred. 
Authorities said the children 
apparently stepped off a sand­ 
bar into a deep hole.

ranks Californa second to Ne­ 
vada in the number of “ impor­ 
tant” crimes per 1,000 popula­ 
tion. This was the same rank­ 
ing that the FBI found for 1963. 
Also, 
the 
biggest cities 
in 
each state had the highest met­ 
ropolitan crime rates in the na­ 
tion, with Las Vegas first and 
Los Angeles second. 
Xmald Bettie, chief of the 
Criminal Statistics Bureau, chal­ 
lenged not only the California 
ranking but almost any conclu­ 
sion that might be drawn from 
the report. 
Although an FBI statement 
with the report, indirectly quot­ 
ing Director J. Edgar Hoover, 
described crime increases all 
over 
the 
nation, 
and 
cited 
“ alarming” jumps in some cas­ 
es, Beattie said: 
“ I can’t get excited that we’re 
overwhelmingly 
on 
a 
crime 
binge. I just don’t believe it.” 
The FBI crime rate is based 
on police reports of murder and 
non - negligt nt 
manslaughter, 
forcible rape, robbery, aggra­ 
vated assault, burglary, larceny 
of $50 and over, and auto theft. 
The report said these crimes 
furnish 
“ an 
abbreviated 
and 
convenient 
measure 
of 
the 
crime problem.” 


San Geronimo Girl 


Wins Scholarship 
Anna Amelia Anker, (laughter 
of Mrs. Mildred D. Anker of 
Meadow Way, San Geronimo, 
has been awarded a four-year 
General Motors scholarship to 
University of California at Ber­ 
keley.

As a result, the FBI report 
showed California with 196,883 
burglaries last year. New York, 
whose population nearly equals 
California’s reported only 90,- 
277 burglaries and a crime rate 
of 14.9 per 1,000. 
Turning to crime by juveniles 
the FBI statement found that 
“ young people under 18 contin­ 
ued to show an increasing in­ 
volvement in unlawful activity.” 
Juvenile arrests, it said, were 
up 17 per cent. 
Beattie said that California 
statistics also showed a “ high 
rise” for juvenile arrests, but 
said this did not prove an in­ 
crease in juvenile crime. 
“ We found the rise in juvenile 
arrests correspondends to the 
growth of juvenile population,” 
he said. 
Beattie 
said 
the 
California 
crime rate, as figured by the 
state, was increasing and said 
much of it resulted from more 
auto thefts. However, he said 
that 
more 
serious 
“ felony 
crimes" were not rising rapidly 
and were “ even with the popula­ 
tion.” 
Beattie credited California's 
high FBI ranking to “ better law 
enforcement in this state ” 


To Taxpayers 


SACRAMENTO <AP) - In a 
report that could come in handy 
if he runs for a third term next 
year, Gov. Brown says he saved 
Californians $19.6 
million 
the 
legislature wanted to spend. 
The report came yesterday, as 
the governor's office recuperat­ 
ed from the annual mad dash 
of signing—or not signing and 
thus vetoing—legislation passed 
by the regular legislative ses­ 
sion. 
The Democratic chief execu­ 
tive said he vetoed or reduced 
$12.4 million in legislation sent 
him by lawmakers. The other 
$7.2 million was saved through 
budget deletions, he explained. 
“ These expenditure reductions 
demonstrate the determination 
of this administration to main­ 
tain strict fiscal responsibility 
in the operation of state govern­ 
ment,” Brown declared.

as a representative of the public 
on the San Francisco Bay Con­ 
servation and Development Com­ 
mission. 
Kettenhofen voted to recom ­ 
mend Upton, hut said the MCCA 
and three other groups recom ­ 
mending Upton espoused “ one 
facet of the problem " of con­ 
serving and developing the bay. 
Knox replied that MCCA was 
a balanced and representative 
organization and demanded an 
apology. 
“ Nothing that was said by me 
during the supervisors’ discus­ 
sion concerning Dr. Upton re ­ 
quires an apology, and I cer­ 
tainly do not plan to make one," 
Kettenhofen said. 


“ If any apology is m ade it 
could be m ade by the head of 
MCCA for his arrogant letter, 
and as far as I am concerned 
this tempest in a teapot is end­ 
ed as of now.” 


Kettenhofen said he consid­

Death Of Ex-Ring Champ 
Mills Is Ruled Suicide 


LONDON 
(AP* 
— Funeral 
arrangements were expected to 
be completed today for Freddie 
Mills, 
onetime 
world 
light 
heavyweight 
champion, 
who 
died of a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound early yesterday. 
Police at first began a murder 
Inquiry after finding Mills, 46, 
«lumped over the steering wheel 
of his car near his nightclub. 
There was a .22 caliber rifle 
alongside his body. Later, the 
death was ruled a suicide, 


Mills was a onc-fight champi­ 
on. winning the light heavy­ 
weight crown from American 
Gus Lesnevich on July 26, 1948 
in a 15-round bout in London. He 
lost the title in his first defense 
and last fight when Joey Maxim 
of Cleveland knocked him out in 
the 10th round of their fight Jan. 
24. 1950 
Maxim shattered Mills’ jaw 
and knocked out two of the Eng­ 
lishman’s teeth. The next day, 
the ex-champion retired, ending 
his 15-year career with 73 victo­ 


ries, 17 defeats and six draws. 
He scored 52 knockouts. 
Mills won the British Empire 
light heavyweight crown in 1942. 
knocking out Len Harvey. He 
first fought Lesnevich for the 
world light heavyweight title in 
May 1946 but lost on a 10th 
round knockout. Two years later 
he beat Lesnevich in a rematch. 
After being beaten by Maxim. 
Mills underwent surgery for the 
removal of five slivers of bone { 
from his jaw. He became a box­ 
ing promoter following his re­ 
tirement, went into show busi­ 
ness as a song and dance man 
and 
eventually 
opened 
a 
Chinese restaurant 
which 
he 
later turned into a nightclub in 
the Bohemiam Soho sect ion.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 


'Bothin Bay' Development 


Should Be Asset To Marin 


A big development project called 
“ Bothin Bay" is planned just west of 
Richardson Bay Bridge on the south 
shore of the bay. 


Architects Spencer, Lee and Busse 
have designed what looks like a taste­ 
ful combination of recreational, resi­ 
dential and commercial facilities. 


Both the Marin County planners and 
the Mill Valiev Planning Commission 
have given their stamp of approval to 
the initial plans. The Marin County De­ 
velopment Assn. is also favorably im­ 
pressed. 


According to the Bothin Bay master 
plan, the developers seem to be giving 
considerable 
attention 
to 
esthetics, 
along with practical considerations. 


The practical aspects are many and 
varied. 


The main feature will be a circular, 
sheltered harbor, with rental berths 
for nearly 400 yachts, tour boat dock­ 
ing. club headquarters, boat sales and 
maintenance facilities. 


Bordering the harbor will be a con­ 
ference center type of motel develop­ 
ment. It will have a 400-seat confer- 
ence-theater, a 500-seat banquet-ball- 
room, a 300-seat restaurant, a coffee 
shop and other convention facilities. 


Another part of the elaborate com­ 
plex will be the “Pleasure Garden," 
composed of pavilion-like structures in 


a shoreline park setting. The main pa­ 
vilion will be styled to echo the old en­ 
tertainment tent, with a central mast 
from which are suspended r a d i a l 
cables anchored to perimeter enclosed 
areas and carrying their roofs. 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


Scatterings and clusters of pavilions 
would be arranged with gardens, foun­ 
tains, pathways, terraces, water and 
open land in between. These would 
house such enterprises as an open air 
concert stage, specialty shops, f o o d 
and soft drink establishments. Farthest 
away from the thoroughfares will be 
apartments, facing water or hills. 


Access would be by land and by sea, 
with short-term berthing for transient 
boats and commercial pleasure craft 
and ferries, and parking space for 
more than 500 cars. 


A large convention and conference 
site has long been sorely needed in 
Marin County. So have more and bet­ 
ter facilities for small craft berthing, 
especially for the casual visitor who 
motors in from out of county for a few 
days’ stay. 


These practical needs will be met, 
at least in part 


A valuable by-product of these facili­ 
ties will be the increase in tourist 
trade. And all of these facilities will 
help bear a substantial portion of the 
tax burden. 


And if this entire project can be de­ 
livered to Richardson Bay in as neat 
and tastefully landscaped a package as 
the Bothin master plan would seem to 
indicate, it should be a distinct asset 
to the county. 


We only hope that in financing this 
ambitious project, the developers will 
not begin cutting com ers and eliminat­ 
ing the esthetics that have been woven 
into the outlined plan. 


W H A T O U R R E A D E R S S A Y 


Ample Cause Seems Present 
For Another Special Session

SACRAMENTO (C N S )-T he 
ita te Senate apparently would 
like to have another try at set­ 
ting up new districts for itself 
on the one-man. one-vote edict 
laid down by the United States 
Supreme Court. 


The 
California 
legislature 
was in session about six months 
this year, including the regu­ 
lar session and a special ses­ 
sion. but could reach no agree­ 
ment 
on 
a 
reapportionment 
measure. Under such a bill, 
the northern part of the state 
necessarily would lose from 15 
to 18 seats to Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 


THE SENATE, after about 
four months of serious study, 
plus another six months of pre­ 
liminary study, had approved 
a bill which would set up new 
Senate district boundaries.

Thus it appears that, with

WASHINGTON - The pro­ 
posed Dirksen Amendment is 
visibly losing support in Con­ 
gress. 
ITS PURPOSE is to reduce 
the effect of the Supreme Court 
decision that state legislatures 
must be reapportioned rough­ 
ly on the basis of one man, 
one vote. 
Its method is to amend the 
constitution to allow voters in 
each state, if they so choose, 
to have one house apportioned 
on a basis other than popula­ 
tion. 
Here is what the argum ent 
is all about: 
When in one county 30,000 
people elect two state senators, 
for example, and a neighbor­ 
ing county of 300.000 elects two 
state senators, then the votes 
of the 30,000 count 10 times 
as much as the votes of the 
300.000. 


This was typical throughout 


the nation at the time the Su­ 
preme Court ruled that such a 
practice violated the constitu­ 
tion. Until the court started 
reapportionment, 
a 
minority 
of the voters in 40 states elect­ 
ed either one or both houses 
of their legislatures. In effect, 
the court said give the larger 
counties more representation 
or the smaller counties less 
representation. 


THE D I R K S E N AMEND­ 
MENT, which aims to permit 
the voters of each state to 
keep one house from being re­ 
apportioned 
on 
a 
population 
basis, seems to many to be 
self-evidently reasonable. But 
is it? Let me raise some ques­ 
tions in the interest of reflect­ 
ing about it. 
Under the constitution, every 
eligible citizen has the right 
to vote for state officials as 
well as federal officials. Should 
this right be diluted by any 
action which has the effect of 
saying that, while every citizen 
has the equal right to vote, 
some citizens are not to have 


the right to an equal vote? 
Isn’t the right to the vote 
and the right to cast an equal 
vote as precious as the right 
of free speech? Or free assem­ 
bly? If so, should we amend 
the constitution to allow the 
voters in even one state to 
deprive a citizen of any of 
these rights? 
Is there any evidence that 
allowing unequal 
representa­ 
tion in one house will produce 
better 
state 
government? 
I 
haven’t seen the advocates of 
the Dirksen Amendment pro­ 
duce any such evidence. 
During the past half century, 
as the flow of population has 
moved massively into the cities 
and suburbs, most state legis­ 
latures have been dominated 
by 
minority 
representation. 
The legislators have violated 
their own state constitutions 
by refusing to reapportion and 
have perpetuated such egre­ 
gious distortions that the Su­ 
prem e Court had no choice but 
to provide relief. 


HOW IS IT that the election 
of one house on a basis other 
than j>opulation suddenly be­ 
comes so meritorious? Where 
were the advocates of minority 
representation when the cities 
were in the minority and the 
rural population the majority* 
It is sometimes suggested 


that the federal system is aj> 


plicable 
to 
the 
states, 
that 


just as the states, regardless 


of size, are equally represent­ 


ed in the U. S. Senate, so 
should counties regardless of 


size be equally represented in 
state senates. Plausible, but 
one answer is that, while the 
federal 
government 
is com­ 
posed of sovereign states, the 
states are not composed of 
sovereign counties. 
Fortunately, there 
will 
he 
plenty of time for reflection 
before the amendment gets to 
the pomt of ratification-—if it 
ever does.

Kevin Curran of San Rafael 
has a lot to crow about—for a 
boy three years old going on 
four.

Long, Expensive Treatment 


Distress from a minor burn can be 
eased with cold or iced water. T h e 
process should be continued until re ­ 
lief occurs. Cleanse the area thor­ 
oughly with plain white or a medi­ 
cated soap. This applies to burns that 
are not extensive in which the skin 
is reddened, but not blistered or 
broken. 
A burn that covers 10 per cent or 
more of the body surface is serious. 
The same can be said of blis-i 
; tered, open, or contaminated 
! charred areas. Call the physi- 
| cian, wrap the individual in a 
¡clean sheet or blanket, and get 
to the hospital at once.

They 
had photographed him full face 
three-quarter face and every 
other known angle except look 
ing back at the cameras over 
his shoulder. They had risec 
the lights. They had lowerec 
the lights. They had coachec 
him in delivering well-rehearsed 
impromptu 
jokes a n d puns 
They had taught him to swive 
only his eyes to the cue board 
to avoid teleprompter neck. 
None of it worked. And while 
this would be serious enough in 
the United States it is even 
more fatal under the British 
political 
system 
which 
pits 
party chief against party chief 
—man to man—on every issue 
and 
thus 
places 
even 
more 
stress on the television person­ 
alities of its leaders than our 
own. 
Sir Alec was the first to ad­ 
mit, ruefully, that his angular 
face and stiff upper lip—which 
many found attractive off-screen 
—made him look oddly puppet­ 
like before the cameras. One
